When I was handed the editorial reins for IDW’s Ghostbusters comics in 2010 (or was it 2009? Wow, time flies 
when you’re havin’ fun, don’t it?), I took on my new gig with a combination of unbridled excitement and sheer 
terror. You see, I’ve always been into the Ghostbusters, but more as what you might call a casual fan—tI loved the 
movies when they’d been in theaters and h id seen them a few times again on cable and video, but had never 
watched The Real Ghostbusters animated show nor read any of the comics previous to the ones published by IDW. 
But I knew from my experience with other big licenses I’d worked on that the Ghostbusters franchise was bound to 
have far, far more diehard fans than me, and I knew those were the folks our comics would need to impress—the 
core fan-base—should they have any chance at success. I was suddenly the captain of a ship that I wasn’t fully 
familiar with so, yeah... sheer terror. How was I going to steer this baby away from a shoreline infested with 
jagged rocks and out into calm, peaceful waters? That was the question burning in my brain as I initially set out on 
what would (thankfully) become the most pleasant voyage I’ve taken in my editorial career, 


After a few minor early successes with various one-shots and mini-series utilizing a number of different creative 
teams, I was beginning to think that maybe my time as captain would be short-lived. Our comics were getting 
positive reviews from critics and fans, but we weren’t getting the type of sales traction we were hoping for. It 
seemed we were pleasing the aforementioned core fan-base to a certain extent, but only so much—partly because, I 
believe, we had a bit of an erratic publishing schedule; but also because we just hadn’t found the proper creative 


mix to entice both old and new fans into purchasing our comics in significant numbers.

In the Fall of 201 rh we decided to throw a last-ditch Hail Mary with our Ghostbusters license, announcing that we 
would be launching an ongoing series, helmed creatively by relative newcomers—writer Erik Burnham, artist Dan 
Schoening, colorist Luis Antonio Delgado, and featuring extra materials by writer/artist Tristan Jones. It was a risky 
move and everyone at’ the IDW offices (including Yours Truly) believed the ongoing would last four issues and no 
more—enough ae more collected trade and then bye-bye IDW Ghostbusters. Little did we know that 
Burnham, Schoening, Delgado and Tones were not only going to prove us wrong, they would do so in absolutely 
astounding fashion! Our first issue orders were pretty good (as is the case with most new #1s), but they weren’t 
enough as it turned out, as we quickly sold-out the issue and went back for a second printing! Issue #2 orders held 
firm... then #3... then #4... and before you could say “that’s a big twinkie,” we were already soliciting our first arc 


trade... and issue #5... and mbers were growing! Suddenly I found myself the captain of a ship that 
was sailing steadily and, undly, navigated by a Ghostbusters brain trust (Burnham, Schoening, Delgado, Jones) 
whose deep knowledge of —and passion mo property was (and is) only eclipsed by their remarkable 
individual talents. Yes, I had my dream crew.. j and IDW had a Ghostbusters ongoing comic to be proud of! 
Which brings us to this—our sixth collected'volume. For those who are unaware, each volume collects four issues 
from the ongoing series, and you don’t have to be Egon Spengler to know that calculates out to 24 issues collected, 
not to mention tons of extras. Twenty-four issues! And counting! And we’ve still got the same dream crew 
handling all the sailing chores, taking us out into new and uncharted waters month after month. An adventure that 
would not have been possible without them, without the awesome support of our licensor, Sony, or without you, 
dear readers and fans—old and hew, diehard and casual alike. Thank you for joining us on this amazing journey 
and being part of this... 4
